itrjrrise and enerj;/," to save their beau- 
•'^}iitul city'-froni dcstructiou. Yesterday 
tho scene shifted at the Standard 
office. Victorians fitood in no danger 
from the rivalry of Wostuiinater, and 
the fact tliat freight from San Fran-

We shall not stop to repeat what

from a down-in tlie-iiioutli alarmist who 
saw no hopf for Victoria unless it made 
a "lively e.\hibition of enterprise and 
energy," to a "jolly dog" who can 
coujuro up [licturea of a desolated and 
deserted Victoria (his own, mind ! not 
ours) and find in them food for mirth.

We have said that the 
visit of tho steamship Victoria to 
Fraser River fjives us no concern in 
itself ; because the remedy is in the 
hands of Victorians if they will 
apply it; but we have said that when 
New Westminster lays claim to the 
trade of the interior as her commerce 
she grasps at a myth — at something 
that has no existence. Our contempo- 
rary dis[)Utes this assertion in the in- 
terest of New Westminster, but h\u 
disputation will not alter facta. We 
have said further that the fact that 
goods brousrlit here by ocean and des- 
tined for Yale are HuhjectcJ to tran- 
shipment at Victoria and E.squirnalt 
has be.^u advanced at Ottawa as a 
reason why tho soon to-be emijloyed 
light-draught mail steamers should 
' extend their trips to New Westminster 
and thus save one handling. The 
Standard disputes this assertion. We 
turn, therefore, to the memorial road 
at and pa.ssed by a public meeting held 
at New Westminster on the 26th of 
January last. It roads as follows: — 
"To His ExtcUency the Oovfmor- General 
of the Dominion of Canada, in CoxincU: 
"Tho memorial of the people of New 
Westminster, in public meeting aesembled, 
humbly sheweth : 

"That tho present steamship service 
between British Columbia and San Fran- 
cisco, carried on under a mail subsidy 
paid by the Dominion Government, is ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory and manifestly 
unjust to tho Mainland portion of the 
Province— the mails, freight and pas.son- 
gers being landed at Esqiiimalt, thereby 
entailing trim3lii[<ment, and involving 
serious inconvenience, delay and expense 
— and operating most prejudicially to the 
best interests of the country." 

We do not know that it is necessary 
' ■ for UR to say anything more on tiiis 
bead. If farther evidence be wanting 
we refer readers to Mr. E. Brow.s's 
letter, which we reproduce this morning, 
to show the spirit that animates the 
people of New Westminster in pressino: 
their claims to be considered the com- 
mercial entrepot of tho Province. We 
, have not (as iheStandardmys) disputed 
their right to make out the best case 
they can for themsolves. Wo have ex- 
ercised tho same privilege for Victoria 
and shall continue to do so until Vic- 
torians ''bi/ a timclij exhibition of enter- 
prise and energy secure admntafjes that 
are even yet easily within their power of 
attainment."

Editor N. W. Herald. — As a resi- 
dent of New' Westminster for many 
years, and as one closely identified 
with the interests of the Jlainland, I 
wish to draw the attention of tins city 
and the upper country to a very im- 
portant issue, namely, direct iinjiorta- 
tion and direct passage between this 
place and San Francisco — a subject 
hearing more directly upon tho inter- 
ests of tho entire community than any 
other that at thi.'! time presents itself. 
It must be apparent to all that tho 
time has arrived when, to protect our 
interest, we- roust so arrange things as 
to transact oiir own commercial aflairs 
without paying toll to the merchants, 
traders, and steamboat owners of Vic- 
toria, as we have done for the jiast 
twenty year.s. It has long lieen de- 
monstrated as a fact that New West- 
minster is, as a sea port, immeasurably 
superior to Victoria, and the recent 
trip of the steamship Victoria to this 
place only adcied one more to the al- 
ready large list of sea-going vp.sscls 
which have visited our port. 

In earlier times wo were not in ii 
position to offer that amount of freight 
to a vessel to warrant her making fre- 
quent trips to this place, and were con- 
sequently com])elled, so to speak, to 
put up with tho inconveniences, vexa 
tious expenses, and detentions coiise 
quent on having our goods landed at 
Victoria and reshijiped here, thus 
often doubling tho rate of freight. 
No\y,", owing to our rapidly growing 
local trade, coupled with tho large 
amount of supplies required for the 
Emory-Savon section of tho Canailian 
Pacific Piailway, the induceiiienta tn 
ship owners to send their vessels direct 
to this port have largely increased, and 
nothinR ia wanted to secure to New 
Westminster tho trade to which .she is 
so well entitled, and for which, by rea- 
son of her natural advantages, she is 
so well fitted, but a united eflort. 

Victoria may consider herself as our 
rival, or us as hor rival. With thi.s 
we hare nothing to do. Her business 
is to take care of her own affairs ; our 
business is to look after our.s. As 
long as our merchants and others al- 
low her to assuiiie and hold tho posi 
tion of a middleman between foi-eign 
ports and the Jlainland of British Col- 
umbia, so long will we be subjected to 
the heavy and unnecessary chai'ges 
which have militated alike against the 
merchant, trader, farmer, nianufactur 
cr — in fact, every consumer in the Pro 
vincc. Persons not in trade have but 
little idea of the amount of triijiite 
that we, in common with tbo rest of 
the Mainland, have been paying to 
Victoria, building her up, making her 
rich and prosperous at our cxjionsc. 
Whether compulsory or not in the 
past, it would be the height of folly to 
allow this to continue when so easy to 
be avoided and done away with. Com- 
mercial afTairs in Victoria are largely 
carried on by meanS' of .borrowed capi- 
tal, the interest upon which. is a charge 
upon us in ac]dition to what may be

— The liquidation 
of the Globo Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of New York, has given risu to a 
tuost important qnoation of lav regarding 
.. the disposition of the 8100,000 security 
deposit required by our Government of 
American comiianici. Tlio cninpany liad 
carried on business in Canada for some 
K '^years, and was on the 20th Juno last 
placed in insolvency by a judgment of 
the Superior Court here, a receiver liav- 
ing been previously appointed to the com- 
pany in the United States. Mr. W. C. 
Wells, of this city, was appointed assignee 
hero and proceed to wind up its afliiivs. 
The company, rs rcr|nii-cd, had deposited 
with the Govornmont at Ottawa 8100,000 
and in accordance witii tlio Act Mr. Wells 
hiid the Canadian policies valued by the 
Suporintendont of Insurance, who fixed 
the re-insuraiico of each policy. The as- 
' 'j"" aignec then prepared a dividend sheet and 
collocated each policylmlder for the full 
value of his policy, payable out of the do- 
y raOVpbsit'.with the Government which is said 
to be ainple to pay every policyholder in 
fnll, as tho company's liability hereon po 
licics and otherwisois only aliout §65,000. 
whicli amount the assignee proposed pay- 
ing on Monday next. Yesterday, how- 
i,:v_ over, tho receiver to tlio cnmpany in the 
United States, Mr. James D. Fish, made 
_ *appli(»tion in tho Superior Court hero by 
' his'cbunsel, Mr. J. N. Grecnshielda, for a 
writ of injunction from Mr. Justice Kain- 
villo restraining tho assignee from tho 
^1 payment of tho money. The injunction 
was obtained, and tlio receiver proceeds 
' to contest the dividend sheet. Thegrounds 
of tho contestation are that tlio Canadian 
!3.pplioyhoIder8 are insured on what is 
■"■Yribwii as the "mutu.al principle," and as 
Buoh aro only entitled to claim in tho dis- 
tribution of the total n.s.=;L't!i of tho com- 
• - ■ "5'' pany, and must take the .same dividend as 
American policyholders, and no more, 
and. that all the deposit with our govern- 
ihent secures to Canadian policyholders is 
the dividend that may be declared later 
by the receiver at New York, after tho 
general assets of the company are realised. 
-.jThe.-question is a very important one, 
. J2 '~no"t only on account of restraining the 
payment of the $(i5,000, but as it will 
■ ""'S establish a precedent. It will probably 
be taken before tho highest tribunals.

Coun. Boyd — Mr. Jesse Cowper would 
inako a good member. 

Couu. McLean — Dr. A.a\\ too, and Mr. 
Roderick Fiulayson. 

Coim. Rome suggested tho name of Mr. 
J. G. Clark. 

Coun. Boyd suggested Mr. T. Charles 
as a disinterested gentleman with plenty 
of spare time. 

A ballot was then spread with tho fol- 
lowing result: — Langley D; Thomson G; 
Clark 3; Ash 2; Finlnyson 1; Charles 1; 
Cowper 1. 

Messrs. Langley and Thomson were 
thereupon doclarod appointed membera 
and on a second ballot being taken, Mr. 
Clark not having a majority of votes, that 
gentleman was appointed third member 
of tho board. 

On motion of Coun. Smith the clerk 
was ordered to notify the member.i of the 
board of their appointment and tlio Sur- 
vey Comintttoe was empowered to make 
arrangements as to remuneration to bo 
oflbred tho board. 

The application of tlio Rifle Associa- 
tion for a contribution to assume tho 
fonn of a prize to bo contested for at the 
annual meeting of the association camo 
up for discuHsiiin. 

Coun. Rome thought that there was no 
reason why the Council should give tho 
rifle association a cup to bo shot for any 
more than that they should give tho cricket 
or baseball club a bat to play for. Ho would 
move that tho communication bo received 
and filed. If tlio Rifle Association could 
not provide its prizes by means of privato 
subscriptions it had better tlio out. 

The motion was Carried. 

THE SUNDAY BY-LAW. 

Coun. Rome moved tho first reading of 
an amoiulnient to tho Sunday By-law pro- 
viding that saloons and hotel bars bo re- 
quired to close on the Sabbath from 10 a. m. 
until 1 instead of until 5 p. m. He did not 
consider that there was any necessity for 
tho by-law in this community and when 
the amendment camo up for its second 
readiiig ho would have simic remarks to 
oQcr on tho question. 

■ Coun. McLean said that it had come to 
his knowledge that tho by-law had been 
openly violated notwithstanding tho fact 
that tho mayor, as the head of the police, had 
given the superintendent of police in- 
structions that it should bo carried out. 
He understood that in spite of these 
orders the sergeant of police had stated 
that he had been instructed by tho super- 
intendent to wink at the by-law and not 
enforce its provisions. He (Coun. Mc- 
Lean) would now s.ay that he wanted the 
law to bo tested and ho would ask that 
tho mayor givo further instructions that 
it bo strictly enforced next Sunday. 

The mayor said ho had given the super- 
intendent of police strict orders to carry 
tho law out. 

Tho sergeant of police explained that 
llie superintendent, who was absent from 
tho city, had given him no definito orders 
about tho by-hiw. Ho know that the by- 
law had been ])as3od but he had uiuler- 
Btood that until some distinct instruction.s 
were received concerning it nothing would 
be dune to enforce it. He had in his 
possession tho names of those saloon 
keepers who had violated tho by-law and 
had informed Coun. McLean of this fact. 

Couu. McLean asked that orders bo 
given that tho by-law bo enforced next 
Sunday and that proceedings bo taken 
against pontons violating it. 

The mayor said ho would givo tho 
necessary instructions. j 

Coun. Rome's motion then jiassed. I 
THi: rKoro.4ED lo.vn. 

Coun. McLean movetl tho following i 
resolution: "That -should the 870,000 
loan be voted favorably by the ratopapor.s, 
and the city treasury receive back tho 
largo amount now owing to the city by 
the water works, bo it

Coun. McLean called attention to the 
iiicuiivonicnco caused l)y tho fenco in 
front of tho Po.stoHice. Ho held that it 
vra.'i i-ho duty of tho Dominion Govorn- 
uiuiit to ituincdiatoly maico the necessary 
repairs to tlio building, but as there seem- 
ed to be no inclination on tho part of tho 
Uoverumeut to do so ho would suggest 
that the Clork bo instructed to inform tho 
Resident Engineer that unless tho repairs 
aro nt once made the Council will bo un- 
der tho necessity of closing tho premises 
entirely. 

After further discussion tho matter was 
roforrod to tho Street Com.

. '-' ' ' The Ratepayers ate referred to tho En- 
gineer's report published in Tfie Colonist 
on March 28th and to tho following 
scheme. — —

Qektle.mkn-, — In ^compliance with the 
resolutions rcc|uestiiig mo to draught a 
scheme for tliu oxten.sion of mains and a 
, " better supply of water fur iho hijjh levels 
of the City, I liave the lioMor to report 
that after taking into cuii.siJcration tho 
probable largo increase of population, 
ivnd to guard against tho necessity of 
being compelled tu onlargo the main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

I wuuld suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt tho principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that tho 
high service reservoir to bo eiloctivo 
must bo constructed at an elevation above 
tho level of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain the delivery of tho 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to efToctivoly supply tlio high levels I 
would aiiggeat that tho 11 inch main bu 
extended fr )m Donglaa atroet along Pan- 
dora street, .say to tho neighborhood of 
the lloyal Ho3|jital, as that would give 
an elevation of Vib feet abovo high water 
mark suUiciently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of tlio City. 

A reservoir built at the point suggested 
would liavo tho following advantages: 
Tho level of tho water iii tho reservoir 
would bo 53 foot boknv tho luvel 
of tho water in Elk Lake, and -18 
feot will bo avitilablo for tho delivery 
of water from the nbove source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sufficient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing ii5 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feot auovo tho 
J level of tho water, in Reservoir and by 
„ causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sufficient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons pur hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the iiigh .lorvico reaor- 
voir whioh may bo built on the high rock 
at tho top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
. I ' , feet above the level of the . wa,ter in Elk 
.'■') "jljake, and- that quantity 'would ba suiH- 
cfent for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will be 
no connection between tho Borvicc pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
. in case of fire. As to size of reservoirs 
■ --■ required, I would Buggo.st that the low 
Borv'ice reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, hiO feot square and 12 
feet deep, and tho high servico ono to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting tho 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservuirs to contain water 
for diunestic use they aliould bo built so 
a,s to be able to contain tho greatust quan- 
tity of water in the sinallest pussiblo area 
and covered so as to exclude tlio light, aa 
light is very injurious to water sturod in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out i 
feet of tho rock and tisiiig the rock pro- 
vided by that means for building tho bal- 
ance of tho wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feot deep, tho roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. Tho cost of canying out 
and completing tho above scheme will not 
exceed §50,000, to whioli must bo added 
§10,000 which will bo required to coin- 

Eloto tho flltor beds; but should you see 
t to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for tho same. 

Ill conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at the 
head of Fort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
water to one coiiiniuii reservoir that would 
partially supply tho hij^h levels tho difl'er- 
onco between the lovol of tho water in 
reservoir and level of water in Elk Lake 
is so small, bcinn only 25 foot, the dilier- 
enco in tho quantity of water delivered in 
the city by comparison would be to ono 
common reservoir at tho high level, £>i(< 
7io< sufficiently hv/kto be effective for all the 
buildings, and from n head of 26 feet the 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proptised scheme 
from a head of 48 feet tho main cunduiri- 
pipe will deliver 37,000 p':r Inuir, 3,000 o 
which will bo offcctivo for tho highea 
• buildings on tho ■ high lovola j /while the r 
' would also bo a .saving in pipe as well a 
a moro ollectivo pressure on the city mai n 
in case of firo. I am aware that Gold 
stroaia has still some advocates who 
believe that the supply ahould have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point 1 may say 
that, from whatever source tho supply is 
obtained, tho pro[)osod scheme is equally 
required by all.

WHEREAS THE iMUNICIPAL OOUN- 
" cil-of thO ;(3orpiiration of th^ Oity of 
.'Victoria' has t-esolved to raise the sum of 
■ BoVonty Thousand Dollars to pay off cer- 



tain debts duo in respect of tho Water 
Works of the said Cit^'and'to eitondltha 
said Water AVorka'sj-stOm into tlie aubiirba' 
of tho said City. 

And whereas it will require tho .sum of 
Six Thousand Thr^o Hundred and Forty 
Dollars to be raised annuallj' by special 
rate for tho payment of tho aaid debt and 
interest, as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas tho amount of the whole 
rateablo property bf the said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to tho 
last revised As.sessment Roll being for the 
year 1870 wxs ."?2,0r)5,820, irrespective of 
any future increaao of the rateable pro- 
perty of tho filunicipalitj- and of any in- 
come in the nature of tollsj interest or 
dividends from tho work, .iiid nl;;o irre- 
spective of any income from the tempor- 
ary investments of tho sinking funtl or 
of any part thereof.

Bu ir TOBRE^0BEB!7.&iBXBoby the Mayor 
and pbuncil of the'Gorporation of tho City 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of tho City to raiso by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may be willing to advance 
tho same uiion tho credit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho vholo tho 
sum of §70,000, and causo tho aamo to bo 
paid into tliiy lianda of tho Troasuror of 
the said Corporation for tho puriKjao and 
with tho object above recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to aiuso any number of debentures 
to be made for such sums of money as 
may bo required-not lesa:thaa 8100 each, 
and that' tho said dehonituros shall bo 
sealed with tho seal of tho said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Yictorini' and bo signed 
by tho said iMayor.

5. That for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and tho interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become duo thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-fourth of one por cent, 
on the dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, bo raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateable property in 
the said Municipality during tho continu- 
ance of the said debentures or any of 
tlio in. 

U. Clause two of the " Victoria Kovc- 
ouo Bylaw, 1875," aa amended by tho 
" Water Works Debentiiru and Rcvoiiuo 
Bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
further amended by ■' The Bylaw to Au- 
thorize the Raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out tho words "eight- 
tenths" and substituting tho words " ele- 
ven -twentieths." 

7. It shall be lawful for the aaid Muni-
